9—(AP)—The victory-through-air-power 
theory is getting an acid test against Germany with a definite dead- 
line—a time limit after which, if the effort fails, a ground invasion 
of western Europe will go forward. 

The actual timetable is, of course,:a military secret. 

But the deadline is the invasion date which was communicated 
to the Russians. Gen. H. H. Arnold, commander of US. air forces, 
and Air Chief Marshal Sir Arthur T, Harris, head of the R.A.F, 
bomber command, have until that time to try to foree Germany's 
surrender by use of air power alone

The theory here is that if 40 per cent. of Germany's productive 
capacity is knocked out, she must quit

Cost - of - Living 
Bonus Increase 
May Cause Snag

OTTAWA, Nov. 9.—Reports are 
reaching the finance department 
to the effect that the increased 
cost-of-living bonus, which will 
add 35 cents a week to the in- 
come of wage earners, will bring 
some people within the income 
tax range and may well result in 
absenteeism 

The information, generally, in- 
dicates that a substantial group of 
workers who have hitherto been ex- 
empt from the income tax will now 
become taxable and that the 
amount of the tax will more than 
offset the increase in income gain 
by the increase in bonus, Experts 
of the finance department say that 
it is untrue that any worker will 
lose the whole of the increase but 
that a number will only gain a part 
of it and will have to pay the bal- 
ance to the treasury as a tax, There 
is no intention, however, of taking 
any steps to increase the exemp- 
tion or lessen the tax on such peo- 
ple and it is hoped that there will 
be no increase in absenteeism on 
this account, 

There has also been a renewal of 
the demand for the exempting of 
the cost-of-living borus and of over- 
time pay from the income tax, But, 
again, there is no intention of tak- 
ing action along these lines, These 
are complaints which were rife last 
spring and which were dealt with 
by Mr. Isley in the house of com.

Britain, Churchill said, has “had the honor to bear the 
largest torch and pay the heaviest price.” Nevertheless, 
in the Pacific “many brilliant actions have been recorded 
and the strength of Japan has been steadily and remorse- 
lessly worn down.” 


“The outstanding event of this year has been the vic- 
torious advance of the Russian army from the Volga west 
to the Dnieper, thus liberating—as Premier Stalin told us— 
two-thirds of the Russian soil from the foul invader.

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Reveal Names 
Of Repatriated 
War Prisoners 


OTTAWA, Nov. 9.—(CP)—The 
army and the air force made 
public last night the names of 
61 men—SO from the army and 11 
from the R.C.A.F.— who have 
been repatriated to the United 
Kingdom in exchange for Nazis 
held prisoner in Allied hands. 


The men had been held as prison- 
ers of war, all of them severely 
wounded, in German-occupied Eur- 
ope. The army men were wounded 
during the raid on Dieppe in Aug- 
ust, 1942. 

The army list included one offi- 
cer each from Calgary, Oliver, B.C., 
Toronto and Montreal, and 46 other 
ranks, three of them from the 
United States, In all, they included 
32 from Ontario, nine from Quebec, 
two each from Manitoba, British 
Columbia and Michigan, and one 
each from Nova Scotia, Alberta and 
Arkansas. 

The R.C.A.F, list was made up of 
five wafrant officers, four flight 
lieutenants, one flight sergeant and 
one sergeant. Four of the men 
were from Quebec, three from On- 
tario and one each from Alberta, 
Manitoba, Nova Scotia and Cali- 
fornia,

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Tomorrow's Duty 


Mayor Fry has the unique distinction 
of having been nominated for the seventh 
consecutive term as chief magistrate of 
Edmonton. It is an honor of which he may 
well be proud. His tenure began during 
the (unnecessary) financial depression, 
which fortunately has now given way to 
conditions in which civic revenues are the 
greatest on record; the handicap now be- 
ing scarcity of labor and materials with 
which to carry out and maintain street and 
other improvements. To this favorable 
turn of events is no doubt due in large 
measure the popular indifference to civic 
affairs that has been conspicuous during 
the municipal election campaign. 

If attendance at the campaign meetings 
is any guide, a good many voters will be 
surprised when reminded that tomorrow is 
voting day. It is to be hoped the vote 
will not be in keeping with the size of the 
audiences. If so, the election will be some- 
thing of a farce. The returns from the 
polls are supposed to reflect public opinion 
as to the administrative record for the 
year, the suitability of candidates, and the 
alternative policies offered. Obviously 
when only a minority of the qualified 
electors poll votes, the returns are not 
conclusive on any of these points. 

It is the undoubted privilege of a voter 
to refrain from voting if he chooses to do 
so; and to then spend the year complaining 
about the holes in his street, the delapid- 
ated condition of his sidewalk, the man- 
agement of the city utilities, or any other 
feature of municipal business. But that is 
not at all a reasonable thing to do. 

Every qualified person should make it 
his or her business to get to the polls to- 
morrow and vote for the candidates who 
represent his or her views. That is a duty 
which the voter owes to himself, to the 
city, and to those who seek to represent 
him on the city council and the school 
boards. Only sickness or some other cir- 
cumstance beyond control can justify any 
elector in failing to discharge this respon- 
sibility of citizenship.

Why Not? 

During the last three weeks Canadians 
of all ranks and callings have bought $1,- 
300,000,009 or more of Government bonds. 
Six months ago they bought Fourth loan 
bonds to a comparable, though smaller, 
amount. In a year they have thus put 
aside for future use a Sum not less than 
$2,500,000,000. 

The bulk of this money came out of 
current earnings and pledges against fu- 
ture earnings; for accumulated savings 
had been absorbed in the main by previous 
bond purchases. And a huge proportion 
of this great sum came out of the earn- 
ings of wage workers, salary workers, 
farmers, business men, and professional 
men; wealthy persons, corporations and 
public bodies making up the balance. 

Exactly how much was subscribed by 
people who have only small incomes and 
moderate incomes will not be known even 
approximately for some time, and will 
never be known precisely. But exact fig- 
ures are not required to establish the fact 
that these classes of our citizens have sav- 
ed, and pledged themselves to save, more 
money in these twelve months than they 
ever put into permanent savings in a pre- 
vious year. 

The moral is self-revealing. How much 
more secure family life would be, and com- 
munity lfie, and the national life, if we as 
a people did in peace time what we are now 
doing under pressure of war conditions, It 
would not of cou be possible for people 
individually or collectively to Save money 
in ordinary times in the amounts which are 
at present possible. But there is such a 
thing as thrift in times of peace as in mes 
of war. If we can carry over peace 
years the urge to save that the war years 
are teaching, Canada will be a happier and 
more contented country than it has been.

Assume, further, that he was able 
to do so. If he did, it meant not 
only a reduction of $10,000 in the 
amount of total bank deposits but 
also a corresponding reduction in 
the amount of money in circulation. 
And while this was happening to 
this man the same thing was hap- 
pening to thousandso of others. 

“The ‘value’ of our money is de- 
termined by what it will buy, never 
by what it is made of. The best 
proof of this on a national scale 
came in 1934 when the President 
proclaimed that thereafter there 
would be only 60° as much gold 
in a standard American dollar as 
before. Some of the ‘experts’ said 
a great rise in prices would take 
| place. But it didn’t, Prices changed 
hardly at all. Apparently the peo- 
ple generally realized how little 
difference it really meant to them 
how many ‘grains of gold’ an imag- 
inary dollar had in it. Again, does 
a silver dollar have more value 
than a $5 paper bill? Just try to 
get someone to trade his $5 bill for 
your silver dollar! Or suppose 
someone offered you a $50 check 
for a $10 gold piece. Would you 
take it? Of course you would. Yet 
the paper on which the check is 
written is worthless. So is the 
paper in the $5 bill. And the gold 
and silver in themselves are worth 
something. 

“So it is clear that the value of 
money has to do only with what 
it will buy—of food and clothing 
and shelter and other things, 
Money is worth just exactly its 
value in terms of goods and ser- 
vices, or its buying power. 

“When Government creates 
money but never loans it, and when 
private banks loan money but 
never create it, we shall have ap- 
proached as nearly to an ideal 
| monetary system as it is possible 
| for us to do.

About this time of year many 
people are afflicted with painful 
and unsightly skin eruption due to 
having come in contact with the 
poison oak or ivy. plant. Actual 
contact with the plant is not neces- 
sary in order to become affected, 
and on the other hand, those who 
are not susceptible to the poison | 
ing, may rub the leaves into the 
skin, or even chew them, without 
any symptoms whatever resulting 
Until a few years ago the poison 
ivy plant was used medicinally, but! 
it has fallen into disuse as its value| 
is doubtful. 

Many a vacation or a week- end| 
has been ruined by contact with 
this vine, and people should learn 
to recognize it and avoid it, since 
the majority of those affected come 
in actual contact with it. The plant! 
has green flowers, cream-colored 
and the leaves are i etna

have been exposed to the plant are 
covered with vesicles and blebs 
and this is usually accompanied by} 
intense discomfort, itching, burning | 
and swelling.

There may be consti- 
tutional symptoms such as cramps | 
and pains and even delirium, Fever 
may be present also, and the pois 
oning may lower the resistance to} 
such a serious extent that the pa- 
tient may be subject to invasion, 
by some other disease, Although 
poison ivy poisoning is usually con- 
sidered lightly, it is a very serious! 
discomfort for the patient and is no 
joking matter. , 

It is possible to raise the resist-| 
ance of the body so that those for- | 
merly susceptible to the poisoning 
may come into actual contact with] 
the vine and not become affected 
This may be accomplished by 
cleansing the body house by means 
of a cleansing diet and other | 
measures which will build bodily, 
resistance against not only the 
poison ivy, but many of the infec- 
tions and disorders which may at- 
tack those with lowered resistance. |
